Savings have been and may be established in Ireland, for the 
safe Custody and Increase of small Savings belonging to the Industrious 
Classes of His Majesty’s Subjects there ; and it is expedient to give 
Protection to such Institutions and the Funds thereby established, and 
to afford Encouragement to others to form the like Institutions, as tend- 
ing greatly to promote the prosperity and happiness of Individuals, and 
to decrease the Public Burthens ; 



May it therefore please Your MAJESTY, 

That it may be Enacted; gift be it CSuacteb by the KING’S Most 
Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
2 assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT it shall be lawful Any Persons 
to and for any number of Persons residing in any part of Ireland, to may form a 
form Societies for the purpose of establishing and maintaining provident 
Institutions or Banks for Savings, and respectively to constitute them- 
selves the Managers of the said Institutions, and from time to time to 
admit other Persons to become Depositors therein, and to receive Con- 
tributions and Subscriptions of such Persons as may be willing to deposit 
any sum or sums of Money in the Funds of the said Institutions, and to 
invest the same in the public Funds of Ireland, and to re-invest the 
Dividends arising thereby from time to time, in like manner as a Cumu- 
lative Fund, in the nature of Compound Interest, to and for the use and 
benefit of the said Depositors respectively ; until the respective Depositors 
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in such Institutions respectively shall require to have the same or any part 
thereof returned to them from time to time, and to return the whole or 
part of the said Deposits to the respective Depositors, them respective 
Executors, Administrators, Assigns or Attomies, when they shall re- 
spectively require the same, and also the Interest or Dividends arising 
therefrom, after deducting only such Portion thereof as shall be retained 
for the purpose of paying and discharging the necessary Expenses attend- 3 
ing the Management of the said Institutions, according to such Rules, 
Orders and Regulations, as shall have been or shall be established by 
the Members of such respective Institutions, and registered according to 
the Provisions of this Act. , 



Savings of And be it further Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Managers of 
Persons under any such institution, m like manner to receive the Earnings of any Person
